DTE 3-2 Refer to the Company’s response to DTE 1-4.  In particular, refer to the 

following language:  “...overtakes are at a pool level and assignment of 
responsibility to an individual customer is not possible.”  Based on this 
response, please explain Bay State’s contention that grandfathered 
customers may put Bay State’s distribution customers at risk. 

 
 
RESPONSE: Pursuant to Bay State’s Distribution and Default Service Terms and 

Conditions, suppliers are afforded the flexibility to pool their nominations 
for all customers taking daily-metered service.  All suppliers on the Bay 
State system avail themselves of this benefit and do not provide separate 
nominations for each daily-metered customer.  Therefore, while Bay State 
has actual daily consumption for each customer, the consumption for all 
customers within a pool must be aggregated in order to compare with the 
supplier nomination and determine whether an overtake or undertake 
occurred.  Suppliers also aggregate their non-daily metered customers in 
separate pools. 

 
 Even though suppliers are afforded the opportunity to pool grandfathered 

and non-grandfathered loads, Grandfathered loads pose a greater 
reliability risk to Bay State’s system, because Bay State retains the ability 
to recall assigned capacity up to the aggregate TCQ of non-grandfathered 
customers from any supplier that fails to deliver on behalf of their non-
grandfathered customers.  No similar operational tool exists for overtakes 
associated with suppliers serving grandfathered customers.

DTE 3-7: Calculate a reserve comparing the absolute value of imbalance specific to 

grandfathered customers compared to the design MDQs of the 
grandfathered pool. 

 
 
RESPONSE: As noted by Mr. Ferro in his prepared direct testimony at page 11, the 

level of the capacity exempt customer reserve is based on a number of 
factors including, but not limited to, the level of overtakes noted in Exhibit 
JAF-2.  Attachment DTE 3-7 restates the daily-metered overtakes for the 
top twenty days on an absolute value basis by including the supplier 
deliveries for those suppliers with undertakes in the determination of net 
overtake for each Division.  While the percentage overtake on most days 
is reduced under this methodology, significant overtakes are still shown 
for many days.  In particular, the percentage overtake by Division on two 
days during the four-year period is above 30% and is between 20% and 
30% on four additional days.  Therefore, Bay State would not change its 
assessment of the appropriate level of reserve of 30% of grandfathered 
design day based on the absolute value of imbalances of grandfathered 
customers.   

 
Note that grandfathered customers’ MDQs are typically calculated only for 
informational purposes, such as for regulatory discovery, since the 
Company does not assign capacity for these customers.  Any calculation 
of a MDQ would be based on the customer’s base load and use per 
degree day factors in the Company’s Customer Information System (CIS).  
Therefore, Bay State does not have the design MDQs for grandfathered 
customers on a historical basis.  Moreover, any daily imbalance should be 
based on the associated confirmed nomination rather than on the design 
MDQ.
